DENVER, Col., July 30.—At 9 o'clock, 
last 
night, 
JefP T. Smith, alias 
"Soapy," attempted to murder Colonel 
John Arkins, editor of the Bocky Moun- 
tain News. The assailant hid in the 
shadow of the News building, with sev- 
eral confederates, and when the editor 
issued from the door the gang rushed 
upon him. 


Colonel Arkins was calling a cab and 
did not notice his danger. Smith called 
him by name, and, on his turning, 
struck him a blow on the left temple 
with a loaded cane, fracturing the skull. 


The wounded man fell and Smith con- 
tinned to beat his defenceless head. The 
street was crowded, but the attack was 
so sudden that before any one could col- 
lect his thoughts Smith had fled. He 
could not be found for a time, but 
finally gave himself up for protection 
from lynching. 


The News has been waging a vigorous 
war against Smith's gang, which has 
waxed powerful under the protection of 
the city authorities, and although many 
threats were made, it has persisted in its 
course fearlessly.

Mr. Monning is the father of John B.

How It Has ProfrreMsed Durinir 
Tklrty Years of its itxii«cc-ncc. 


On the 30th day of July, 1859, ac- 
cording to the published report of the 
company, ten gentlemen subscribed $1,- 
000 each, and two $500 each, towards 
the establishment of a public cemetery, 
the money to be expended with interest 
whenever the financial condition of the 
association would justify it, after such 
necessary improvements were made as 
would render it practicable and not in- 
terfere with the line of policy marked 
out. 
Of course, the experiment was of 
a somewhat risky nature—a doubtful 
venture in so far as the refunding of the 
advances that had to be made was con- 
cerned—but it was a public necessity 
and these twelve men were equal to it 
(and not from any speculative motives 
either) although they could not, at best, 
expect any return for years. 


The land purchased was a dense forest 
of heavy timber, thickly set with briers 
and underbrush, and the approach to it 
most difficult and forbiding. The work, 
however, has been a success in all 
things, and the public has as fine a cem- 
etery as the country anywhere affords. 
The improvements have been made, the 
land paid for, the money advanced, with 
interest refunded, and the improvements 
still going on, and will go on interrupt- 
edly to the end of time, for it is a self 
supporting and self perpetuating organ- 
ization for the public good, without fee 
or reward to any corporation or indi- 
vidual, except for services rendered. 


The system originated with Linden- 
wood, which is the more gratifying, as 
it was claimed that ceremonies could 
not be kept up without personal or cor- 
porate 
pecuniary 
interest. In this 
cemetery every lot owner has a legal 
title in the whole groand, in common 
;7ith aU others, and the proposed grave 
is as secure ac the ^calt^iest. 


Although thirty years have pàscci; 
away and more than half of those orig- 
inally engaged in the work are not here 
to see the extent and success of the en- 
terprise, it is gratifying to those who 
are left to know how much good can be 
accomplished in a little over a quarter 
of a century, where energy and an un- 
selfish spirit guides the work.

He is still hale 
and hearty, a regular attendant, and is 
figuring on living out a full century.

Four years ago he 
carried the vote of Tennessee to Wash- 
ington. 


AHONO the passengers on the Inman 
line steamer City of Berlin, which ar- 
rived at New York last week, was Mrs.

The men who b«gan to woric sevecai 
weeks ago upon the natural gas trenches 
that are now being dug in Yarioos parts 
of our oi<y were oitixens of our govern- 
ment and paid taxes for its support 
This, however, is not the oase now, for 
everywhere you go almost you see a 
Tsry different class of men engaged in 
this work. 


The other day, in passing along Wash- 
ington street, I saw two hundred men— 
they call them Italians—at work upon 
the natural gas ditiches. I have been 
in seventeen states and territories of 
this country, have been where public 
works were being constructed, and have 
myself worked among all nationalities, 
but I have never yet seen as hard a 
looking lot of workingmen as that crowd 
was. They are brought 
here from 
foreign shores to take the place of the 
American workingmen—our own citi- 
zens—and they are forcing them out of 
employment and preventing them from 
receiving fair, honest wages. 


I do not oppose legitimate foreign 
emigration, but if this is the stock that 
is to be sent here, I think it is time to 
call a halt, and prevent these paupers 
frem taking the places of our own citi 
zens and tax payers, who, above all 
others, should be entitled to honest em- 
ployment. 


The stockholders of the natural gas 
company say that they have no power to 
prevent the employment of these men, 
because the work is let out to a firm un- 
der contract, but I think if the citizens 
would hold an indignation meeting and 
say to this company that unless these 
Italians and negroes were discharged 
and the old men given 
back their 
places that we would not use their gas 
that it would not be long before the 
state would be rid of the presence of 
these Italians, and the company be will- 
ing to pay decent wages. 


The workingmen of the city do not 
want this cheap pauper labor doing the 
work that they ought to be given, and it 
is time for them to assert their rights 
and show the people who are guilty of 
bringing them here that they are op- 
posed to it and will resent the insult 
when the proper time comes. If they 
have -uo use for home labor, home la- 
bor will have no use for their gas, and 
every good citizen should support them 
in it. 
Turn about is fair play.

they coll them Italians—at work upon 
the natural gas ditiohes. I have been 
in seventeen states and territories of 
this country, have been where public 
works were being constructed, and havo 
myself worked among all nationalities, 
but I havo never yet seen as hard a 
looking.lot of workingmon as that crowd 


was. 
They are brought 
hero 
from 


foreign shores to take the place of the 
American workiugmen—our own* citi- 
zens—nnd they are forcing them out of 
employment nnd preventing them from 
receiving fuir, honest wages. 


1 do not oppose legitimate foreign 


emigration, but if this is the stock that 
IB to be sent hero, I think it is time to 
call a halt, and prevent these paupers 
from taking the places of our own citi- 
zens and tux payers, who, above all 
ithers, should be entitled to honest em- 
ployment. 


The stockholders of the natural gaa 


company say that they have no power to 
prevent the employment of these men, 
because tho work is let out to a firm tin- 
der contract, but I think if the citizens 
would hold an indignation meeting nnd 
say to this company that unless those 
Italians and negroes wore discharged 
and the old men given back their 
places that wo would not use their gas 
that it would not be long before the 
state would be rid of the prewenoe of 
these Italians, and the company be will- 
ing to pay decent wagon. 


The workingmen of the city do not 


want this cheap paujwr labor doing the 
work that they ought to be given, nnd it 
is time for them to assort their righto 
and show the people who are guilty of 
bringing them hero that they are op- 
powxl to it and wilt nweut the insult 
when the proper time comes. 
If they 


have no use for homo labor, homo la- 
bor will havo no use for their gas, and
